2. In dune 1946 the Central Conaitt:e of the PCI organized the Unione 
Italiane Sport Popolare (U.1.0.P } (Italian Union of Popular Sports). 
It was e@ertablieshed on orders oF the Cominform which provided large sums 
for this activity, It is report:d that the organisation has been 
financed through the Taurea bicycle manufacturing plant of Bologna. 
The PCI at the present tine is aleo constituting the Unione Turistic 
Giovanile (Youth Tourist Union), 


3- The U.I.S.P. is headed by the secretary general of the organization, 
Gennaro Di Staaio, a reeident of Roma, and a national council of about 
eight members. The central head:uarters of the organisation is in Rome 
at No. 7, Galleria Marghewita. In order to publicize its activities it 
will publish a papsr to be callei ahesbert » It will appoint 
correspondents in evary Italian city. order to aid the growth 
of the organization, dances, lLot-eries, sporte activities and 
subscriptions will be undertaken. The stated purpose of the organization 
is to raise tho level of Italinn sports, and to defend the 
interests “of poor sportamsn, of the forgotten, of the last # 
Tomantic amateurs". So far ii 4:6 limited its activities to 
light sports, soccer, bicy:lin:, cwimming, ba ketball roller 
akating and boxing. It will coan extend its activities to 
all other fields of sporte including automobile racing.

5. The U.1.8.P. is working in clciia cooperation with the Association for . 
Italo~Soviet Cultural Relutiors. Within each section of the U.I.S.P._ 
is a political committees which tms the task of getting the youth together 
to discuss with then the dungera which threaten the nation and humanity 
and to invite them to coistitets the first bulwark for peace.

tion) gymnasium offering forty million lire and pledging to restore the 
effisiensy of the building and installations which have been seriously 
damaged during the war.
